8ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 4.—Gen. Kuro- 
patkin has turned over the command of 
ihe Czar’s forces in the Far East to Gen. 
JLinevitch, according to latest reports from 
the front. 

The war office officials say they have no 
confirraation of the news, but are unable 
to deny it. There is no doubt that there 
has ben serious friction, militory authori- 
ties say, between Gens. Kuropatkin and 
Gen. Gripenburg, who is now definitely 
known to have been relieved of the com- 
mand of the second army. 

There afe.two contlicting versions of the 
affair. According to one of them Gen. 
Gripenberg complained to the Czar that 
Gen. Kuropatkin had refused to support 
his flanking movement, in view of which 
Gripenberg asked to be relieved. ‘The Czar, 
it is added, teiegraphed to Kuropatkin for 
an explanation, in reply to which huropat- 
kin requested permission to turn over his 
command io Gen. Linevitch, the leader of 
the first army. 

Accordimeg to the second and more com- 
monly credited version, Kuropatkin com- 
plained to the Czar that Gripenberg un- 
” Gevetees-the flanking moventent ip defiance 
of orders and demanded saad general's dis- 
missal. 

Gripenberg'’s withdrawal “wl not changed, 
the situation. The Russians continue to 
hold their positions around Sandepas. 


Stoessel Denies Reports.

Kuropatkin Too Cautious. 
RERLIN, Feb. 4.—Col. Gaedka, for 
firat cime since his return from the Far 
East. where he was war correspondent for 
the Tagebiatt, writes his opinion of Gen. 
Kuropatkin. 

“Although a through-and-through honor- 
able man, benevolent, personaliy§ brave, 
admirable in the quiet of his workmen, 
simple in his tastes and an excelleng ad- 
minietrator, Kurop: itkin tbacks,’’ Gen. 
Gaedke declares, “that glance that pene- 
iratee the darkness of a situation, quick 
decision, immediate co-relation of means 
and, before all, the unsympathetic will 
that alone triumphs in war, that without 
compassion uses the bodies and souls of 
his men in taking their last and best to 
compass victory.

Chicago Coroner Says Incomplete 
Examination Has Established 
This Fact Conclusively. 


ARRESTED MAN’S IDENTITY 


————— 


When Alleged “Bluebeard” Ar 
rives in Chicago Victims Will 
Be Waiting at Depot.

CHICAGO, Feb.. 4.—Marie Welker Hoch, 
the last wife of Johann Hoch, now held in 
New York awaiting extradition to this 
city, died of arsenic poison. 

While-the chemical analysis of the stom- 
ach of the dead woman has not yet been 
coinpleted, Coroner Hoffman said today 
that it had progressed far enough to es- 
tablish beyond a doubt the cause of the 
woman's death, and that now his efforts 
ure being directed toward securing evi- 
dence on which the coroner's jury Cal 
hold Hoch responsible for the crime. 

“Any fair-minded jury will hold fome 
person for the death of Mrs. | Welker 
Hoch" said the coroner today. We have 
enough evidence now in hand, though the 
chemical analysis is. not entirely complete, 
tio show beyond question that the woman 
died as the result of arsenic poisoning. 
Naturaliy e ‘husband of the woman is 
the one to Whom suspicion will be direct- 
ed, and if the man under arrest at New 
York is the right one I firmly believe vd 
will be charged with murder at the in- 
quest which will be held next week. 

“After the presence of arsenic was found 
in the stomach the chemists directed their 
attention to analysis of the embalming 
fluid and the instruments used by the 
undertaker. These analyses have been 
completed and show beyond question that 
there was no arsenic either in the embalm- 
ing fluid or on the instruments. The ar- 
senic found in the stomac h was apparently 
given before death.’

Marked Influence Over Mrs.

Harry A. Kramer filed suit in the Cir- 
cuit court Saturday morning, asking $25,- 
000 damages from Eugene A. Caulfield for 
alienating the affections of Mrs. Cramer. 

The petition, filed by Attorneys C. W. 
Holtkamp and H. A. Baker, says that 
Caulfield not only alienated ‘her affections 
but enticed her away from Kramer’s home. 

It names Oct. 17 as the date on which 
Caulfield induced Mnrs. Cramer to leave 
her husband, and says that he is still de- 
prived of “her society, comfort and as- 
sistance.’’ 

The petition does not state where she 
is. 

It recites that Kramer married Miss Em- 
ma F. Hewitt Oct. 8, 1898, and that they 
lived happil” together until Aug. 8, 190, 
when. Caulfield became acquainted. with 
her. 

The petition says he at once commenced 
to acquire an influence over her, and by 
means of this influence induced her to 
leave Kramer. 

Kramer is a salesman for J. M. Ander- 
son & Co., wholesale grocers at 814 Spruce 
street. 

Caulfield is a graduate in medicine, but 
has not been practicing his profession. For 
the past few years he has been employed 
in the postoffice as night weigher. He re- 
signed a few days ago. 

Caulileld is a widower. His wife died 
about six months ago. The city directory 
gives his address at 4705 St. Louis avenuc. 
He lives 
on Bailey avenue, a few blocks east of tne 
old Fair Grounds. He has two children. 

Caulfield’s wife died Aug. 19, 1904. Her 
death resulted in a coroner's inquest, whose 
verdict was that she died from an opera- 
tion performed by herself. 

At the St. Louis avenue address given 
for Caulfield in the directory it was stated 
that he had left there several months ago 
and his present residence was not known. 
His former associates at the postoffice 
also professed ignorance of his present ad- 
dress. :

John Thomas Brady, salve merchant, 
philosopher and author, has returned from 
a trip to Jefferson City. 

While at the capital: Mr. Brady called 
on Gov. Folk, interviewed Dr. Tubbs, shook 
hands with ‘“‘Tom” Niedringhaus and was 
the life of many an appreciative gather- 
ing. 

It was not the first visit of this pictur- 
esque St. Louisan to the seat of Missouri's 
government. ‘Way back in 1881 ‘John 
Thomas” spent a season there, he proudly 
relates, aS assistant postmaster of the 
House. 

In the intervening 23 years Jefferson City 
has not been enlivened by Mr. Brady's 
presence. Nor will his effulgent person- 
ality ever be conspicuous there again if a 
bill proposed by Chief of Detectives Des- 
mond becomes a law. This measure makes 
the carrying of concealed weapons a fe!- 
ony. 

“No happy home in Missouri for John 
Mr. Brady 
declares. “Russia is the only civilized 
country in the world that has such a law 
as that. Me and my salve factory to soine 
safer burg when the police get that power. 
All they have to do, under that law, to 
soak a guy they don’t like, is to lock him 
up as a drunk, stick a gun in his pock 
and send him to the pen the next day. The 
police’'ll need an extra wagon to make 
trips to them second-hand stores on Mor- 
gan street for old guns when that Czar 
Nicholas law gets goin’.”’ 

The possibility that John Thomas Brady 
may permanently remove his domicile from 
At. Louis attracts especial attention at 
this time to this thoroughly original citi- 
zen. He is a type par excellence of the 
character that comes one in a box. No- 
body else could be exactly like J. T. B. if 
he tried and it Is extremely doubtful if 
anybody ‘would care to try. 

Picturesque Personality. 

Hundreds of men that know Brady or 
have heard him talk envy him his ready 
wit, hie power of picturesque verbal de- 
scription and his abdity to philosophize 
entertainingly on current topics along gro- 
teaquo lines. 

But few would care, on the other hand, 
to acquire the fund of rg Ripe on 
which this philosophy is based, in man-

As may be Inferred from this incomplete 
description, Mr. Brady's person can hardly 
be classed pulchitudinous. But it is high- 
ly impressive. 


No eyes sparkle more brightly than those 
in the nead of John T. B. No finger em- 
phasizes a verbal statement more clearly 
than the right forefinger of “John Thom- 
as"’ when he shakes it up and down like a 
pump handle in front of admiring listen- 
ers. And when Brady talks. his manner 
indicatos that he is ever ready to enforce 
assent to his philosophy by pugilistic 
meane. 

This interesting individual is below me- 
dium height but of sturdy build. His 
shoulders are broad and his muacles thor- 
oughly developed.

AUTOMOBILE STATION AFIRE 
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Building Constructed of Wood 
Was Quickly Consumed | 
: by the Fire. 


For thre@-quarters of an hour Saturdsy 
morning, according to Fast St, Louis fire- 
men, a passenger train was blocked on the | 
@aast approach of the Kads Bridge, unable | 
to go forward or backward, in some danger | 
from flames which swept across the ap- 
proach from the automobile station of thé 
Interstate Transit Co. . 

The flames had just burst of 
building as the train reached the approach. | 
The engineer, apprehending no difficulty in 
ge.ting by, sounded the whistle repeatedly 
‘as a fire alarm and procecded, but as he 
approached the East tower he saw that 
the signal was set iguinst him and he 
had to étop the train, leaving the rear 
coaches and sleepers oppesite the blazing 
building. 

It was impossible to go ahead and unsa fe 
to back up, so the ‘train remained where 
it was. 

‘Patrolman Thomas Morrisey the 

“warning whistle and, hurrying toward the 
bridge approach, saw the flames and sent 
in an alarm. 
“By ’the time the firemen arrived the auto- 
‘WiObile station was so completely enveloped 
in flames that there was no chance of sav- 
“ing it. 

They turned their attention to the bridge 
approach. 

Streams were kept playing 
“the danger of it catching fire 
“Orher streains were played on the burn- 
ing building to diminish the fergcity of the 
- flames. 

The wind was from the north and ilamgs 
‘and showers of sparks were carried across 
the approach and over the railroad yards 
“and freight houses to the south. 

“The fact that freight cars and houses 
were coated with snow and ice prevented 
them from catching fire. A small oilhouse 
in the Big Four yards did catch fire, and 
one company was sent there. It burned to 
the ground, but the flames were kept from 
spreading. 

The automobile bullding had been 
as a storehouse since the company discon- 
tinued operating automobiles across the 
Eads. bridge. There was little of value 
Atored in the building. 

The building was constructed entirely of 
wood and was two stories in height. Ad- 

ining it on the east was an annex which 
was until three weeks, ago occupied as a 
Baloon. The-fixtures wére still in it. 

The building and annex burned like a 
bonfire and the light from the fire could be 
Been for miles. 

The loss on the buildings is estimated at 
$5000. The origin of the fire is not known. 
Jt was not until the fire was well under 
control that the passenger train got a 

_ Clear track and was enabled to back to 
the Relay WEP, #A little later it was sent 
across the bridge.

was unable to care for. The letter signed

Sure Barrington Wrote Letter. 

Judging from the appearance of the en- 
velope, it was some time in reaching Mrs. 
Barton, although the postmark shows it 
was received at Brooklyn Dec. 21. Under 
date of Jan. 80 Mrs. Barton inclosed the 
letter, with another that is in every way 
Similar to it.

Barrington, according to these officials, 
stoutly maintains that he did not write 
any of the letters. He professes dense ig- 
norance concerning them. 

The St. Louis police believe Barrington 
would not hesitate to write such letters if 
he thought by doing so he could. gain a 
eympathy which residents of St. Louis 
County do not feel for him. They say he 
undoubtedly possesses the skill to get the 
.etters out of jail and have them mailed. 
His skill as a smuggler of letters, say the 
police, is unquestioned.

Father Charles Charrapin, 8. J., the St. 
Louis University astronomer, whose photo- 
graphs and studies of the sun have made 
his name known throughout the astronom- 
ical world, was asked Friday what he 
thought of the report that the largest sun 
spot on record had been discovered by a 
Chicago astronomer. 

“It has been cloudy all day,’ he said, 
“and consequently I have had no chance ta 
verify the statement If tomorrow is clear 
I intend to observe the spot and possibly 
to make a photograph or drawing. I have 
no doubt that a new spot has been dis- 
covered, for this is the year of the maxi- 
mum number of sun spots. You know it 
is an astronomical fact that about every 
ll years the sun has a breaking out, as it 
were, of sun spots. During this period, 
which lasts for a year or more, the sun is 
never without spots, sometimes as many 
as 25 being observable at the same time. 

“Of course, the majority of these can 
only be seen through a telescope, but gen- 
erally there are one or two spots which can 
be seen by the naked eye through a smoked 
glass. Last October there was a very large 
spot discovered. Whether this is another 
is a matter of conjecture until we can 
make our observations I doubt, however, 
that the diamcter of the spot is 80,000 miles. 
That is nearly one-tenth of the diameter 
of the sun itself, and nearly twice as larg 
as the largest spot ever. discovered. I 
think that the coming of so great a spot 
would have been heralded by great disturb- 
ances on the sun’s surface. and no notice 
of this has come from any of the great 
observatories.”’ 

Although sun spots are the commonest of 
solar phenomena, they have never ceased 
to be of interest to astronomers. One of 
the reasons igs that the exact nature of 
sun spots has not as yet been finally de- 
termined. The most popular theory is

these lower gases being coo'er, the spot is 
darker than the rest of the sun's surface 
and appears of inky blackness to us, al- 
though in reality it is only so by contrast, 
the spot being brighter than the strongest 
calcium light ever constructed. Another 
theory is that the spots are not below 
the surface of the sun, but above ft. As 
Substantial proofs have been given for 
both theories, the probability is that the 
spots are sometimes above and sometimes 
below the sun's surface or photosphere. 
Another reason is that many facts con- 
nected with the appearance of sun spots 
have never been explained. Astronomers 
know thousands of facts about them, 
which they can find no reason for what- 
soever. They know, for instance, that the 
minimum period of the spots comes every 
il- years, -but why. this ip they. cannot 
fathom. Another unexplained fact is that 
the appearance of sun spots is frequently 
accompanied by magnetic disturbances. 
These and many other facts throw a mys- 
tery about sun spots which make them 


ithe most interesting of solar phenomena. 


If this spot is half as large as it is re- 
ported to be it can easily be seen by the 
naked eye. For those who are merely 
curious to see the spot and not to study 
its formation, a smoked glass is recom- 
mended. Another method is to darken a 
room completely and then let the sunlight 
in through « small aperture in the shutter 
and an image of the sun will be thrown on 
a sheet or anything white held at the 
preper focus. 

In attempting anything more ambitious 
than this the greatest care should be taken. 
None but the most experienced of astrono- 
mers should ever attempt to observe the 
sun through a glass even though it 
be the smallest opera glass, if it hap- 
xened to be in focus, would have 

is eyes burnt out inside of a second. 
A very good and safe way, however, of 
using a glass or a small telescope is to 
point the instrument at the sun and allow 
the reflection of the sun, coming through 
the glass, to be cast on some white sur- 
face. By this method satisfactory results 
are very often obtained.

Shortage of Nearly $1000 Discov- 
ered in His Accounts and Em- 
ployer Will Prosecute. 


“Passes to the racetracks made an em- 
bezzler out of me. Betting on the races 
got to be a mania, a craze to make a lot 
of money quick and now I know I didn't 
have a chance.”’ . 

This was the preface of a story told to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter by William E. Bix- 
by, a bookkeeper of 1088 South King’s high- 
way, who is a prisoner at the Four Courts 
on a charge of embezzling from the Union 
Biscuit Co., Sixth and Carr streets. 

Rixby ‘s about 28 years old, is married 
and has three small children. | 

He was arrested Thursday night on a 
warrant charging embezzlement of $20. Ex- 
perts have since found a shortage of near- 
ly $1000, and W. HL Stegall, secretary and 
treasurer of the Union Biscult Co., expects 
the shortage to run up to $1500. 

Rixby admits his peculations. 

Stegall, who is an old friend of Bixby, 
was inclined to be lenient with his’ former 
bookkeeper until he saw that the shortage 
was much greater than he expected. He 
now says he will prosecute Bixby and will 
ask for another warrant. 

“It may sound strange,” said Bixby in 
his cell at the Four Courts, ‘*but I felt as 
if a great load had been lifted off my mind 
when I told Mr. Stegall the truth. I had 
been looking for the crash to come at any 
time, for I knew I could not keep my em- 
ployeérs in ignorance much longer. I don’t 
know how much I took. I intended to re- 
pay it, but It was the same old story— 
the racetracks got all my money. 

“The racetrack fever is a disease that 
makes a@ man lose interest in everything 
but the ‘dope sheet.’ I was supporting my 
wife and children on a salary of $75 a 
month, when I became infatuated with 
horse racing. It was uppermost in my 
mind—above my family and my work.

Roosevelt Foresees Repetition of 
Venezuela Episode If Senate 
Delays Treaty Action.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Strenuous ef- 
forts are being made at the state depart- 
ment, with active encouragement from the 
White House, to find a scapegoat on whom 
to place the odium growing out of the 
President's attempt to establish a protec- 
torate over San Domingo without the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate and even 

without its knowledge. 

The selection lies between Commander 
Dillingham, who was President Roosevelt's 
representative in the negotiations with the 
Morales government, and Thomas C. Daw- 
son, minister to San Domingo, who as- 
sisted Commander Dillingham. 

The choice preBably will fall on Mr. Daw-

“You've Got to Pass Some Bill,” 
Cannon Tells Them, “So 
Pass This,”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4. — Republican 
“bolters’’ will not bolt and the Townsend- 
Esch freight-rate bill will be passed after 

a short debate next week. 

Fear of the administration prevented the 
threatened bolt. Individually, a majority 
of the Republicans are opposed to railroad 
rate legislation, but when Speaker Cannon, 
in a heart-to-heart talk, told them they 


would have either to pass the Townsend- f 


sch bill or some other bill the opposition 
faded away. 

The Pennsylvania Republicans, an hour 

before the caucus was to meet, declared 
unanimously, with one exception, against 
rate legislation and resolved they would 
walk out of the meeting, should it be 
called In caucus, and not a conference. Ac- 
cording to the hair-splitters a caucus is 
binding on all members participating, while 
a conference leaves individunmls free to act 
as they choose. 
» But with all the resolving, and after the 
Republicans had declared the meeting to be 
a caucus and consequegtly binding, only 
one man from Pennsylvania walked out. 
That was Representative Thad. Mason. 
Representative Gardiner of New Jersey 
also bolted the caucus, 

“I won't vote for any euch bill,”” Mr. 
Mason said. ‘The people of Pennsylvania 
have four billion dollars invested in rail- 
roads and I won’t vote to make their. hold- 
ings less valuable,”’ 

He jammed his cigar in his mouth and 
walked out into the big corridor behind the 
speaker's chair. He and Representative 
Gardiner got together and sympathized 
with each other. 

Varfous other objectors spoke loud and 
long. Then Speaker Cannon arose from 
his seat far over on the Democratic side 
and, hitching up his shirtsleeves, walked 
over to the first_desk on the main aisle on 
the Republican side. ing on this, with 
a half-chewed cigar in the corner of his 
mouth, he began his talk. 

“We've go to pass this bill,”” he said, “‘or 
we've got to pass some other bill. We've 
got to put this legislation through. Now, 
if there is anybody who thinks he can draw 
a better bill, let's have it. If there is no 
one who wants to draw a better bill, then 
let's take this one. We've got to pass some 
kind of a bill .and we have got to pass it 
right away.”’ 

Various motions were voted down quick- 
ly. As to when the vote shall be taken in 
the House was left to the committee on 
rules to decide. It is’ probable that the 
bill will be voted at 4 o'clock Wednesday. 

To no one was the action of the caucus 
more oontring. than Representatives 
Townsend and ch. They expected a 
birong fight against the endorsement of 
thelr bill... 

Representatives of various railroad inter- 
ests remained in the corridors until after 
the caucus. They were much disappointed 
at the poor showing made by the oppon- 
ents of rate legislation.

NEW YORK, Feb. 4.—The World, Sun, 
Times and Evening Post vigorously criticise 
President Rooseveit’s Santo Domingo plans. 
The Press seems to think much nolse arises 
from little cause. The World declares that, 
“Practically, the island has been annexed. 
It is a presidential colony, outside the con- 
stitution, governed directly by the chief 
executive of the United States.” 

The Post calls the agrement, ‘“‘An amaz- 
ing document” which ‘gives the lie to the 
belated and apologetic explanation of the 
state department.” It declares that Messrs. 
Roosevelt and Hay constituted themselves 
the American government.”’ 

The Times asks, ““‘Who the govern- 
ment?’’ and says the agreement is ‘‘a docu- 
destined to be memorable in diplo- 
matic and domestic history."’ It then as- 
eerts that “there can no longer be the 
slightest doubt that the agreement was not 
intended by its immediate authors to be 
submitted to the Senate for ratification or 
rejection.”’ It declares that the agreement 
was not only meant to be operative Feb. 1, 
but that it did actually become so, adding: 
“Nor can there be any doubt that this 
agreement is wholly void and of no effect; 
that in carrying out its terms and condi- 
tions the executive part of the government 
is acting without warrant of law, without 
shadow of authority save its own wiil.”’ 

Closing a lengthy review of ‘‘matters of 
such obvious gravity,’ the Times says:

HART NOT AN ISSUE NOW 


Latest Method of Taking Up the 
Charges Against Pitcher

Report from Chicago has it that Presi- 
dent Johnson of the American League and 
President Comiskey of the White Sox are 
bubbling with wrath at the turn which 
the Taylor case has taken in the last week 
or two.
